It was Sunday on Wake Island- 


late Saturday here — when Presi- 
dent Truman and General Mac 
Arthur held their historic confer- 
ence. 


To that remote Pacific isle each 


had gone swiftly by air — the one, 
head of both American civil govern 
ment and our fighting forces; the 
other, the veteran military leader 
Whose strategy may be the dccid 
ing factor for peace or war. 


Truman 
and MacAHhur have 


not always agreed — nothing per- 
sonal, of course; merely the nat- 
ural clash between 
presidential 


advisors back in Washington and a 
field general. So they got together 
ttj'jfi week-end on Wake Island. Wha: 
they said in a joint statement ai 
the end of the conference was this: 


"We are fully aware ot the dang 


crs which lie ahead, but we are 
confident that we can surmoun 
these dangers with three 
asset: 


which we have: 
"First, unqualified devotion t 


peace. ' 


'Second, unity with our 
fellow 


peace-loving .members of the Unil 
ed Nations. 
] 
"Third, our determination and 


growing strength." 


There is a statement that disclos- 


es real teamwork — Truman, head 
of the United States, and Mat-Ar- 
thur, an authority on asiatic poli- 
tics and war, combining on a sing- 
le utterance to show the enemy 
that the United States and the 
United Nations are going to see 
this thing 'through until the world 
has secured a lasting peace. 


In the final analysis our country 


has with military arms bolstered 
the United Nations in a fateful mo 
ment — and now, more than at any 
time since the end of World War 
II, we can sec daylight on the long 
and tortuous road to peace. 
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John J. Raskob died Sunday at 


his home in Maryland. He is best 
known in our own section as the 
financial man behind the campaign 
of the late Al Smith for president. 
But that political controversy was 
almost the least important item of 
his career. 


Raskob was the man who devel- 


oped the idea that automobiles 
ought to be sold on the monthly in- 
stallment plan. Which makes .him 
one of the most important figures 
of our machine civilization. 


Engineers make 
automobiles. 


And salesmen sell them. But the 
efforts of both would have gone 
for naught if someone hadn't come 
along with a financial design to 
break down thousands' of dollars- 
into monthly payments. 


Baskob's automobile idea spread 


to appliances and machinery and 
merchandise of all descriptions.You 
might say he was as much the 
father of the assembly-line tech- 
nique as any engineer or factory 
owner who ever lived — for what 
the others manufactured he placed 
in the hands of the people and thus 
assured tremendous growth and 
prosperity.

I guess 
they just don't stop to think that 
a hasty shot might cause serious 
damage to telephone lines and dis- 
rupt long distance service." 


He further emphasized that there 


is always a posisbility that the call 
disrupted as a result of gunfire 
may be one of utmost importance 
. . . for example, a call for an 
ambulance from the scene of a ma- 
jor auto collision where minutes 
may mean the difference between 
life and death. 


"Since the results of service- 


disruptions can be so grave," he 
concluded, "all we can do is ask 
hunters to please be careful when 
shooting at birds in the vicinity 
of telephone wires."
